Pity Poor Automobile T hiet-- 
Cops Make It Tough tor Him 


HICAGO, ILL., April 5.—Steal- 

ing automobiles and “getting 
away with it” is becoming harder 
every year, according to C. A. 
Vane, general manager of the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, announcing the result of 
a survey just completed of auto- 
mobile thefts in twenty-eight 
American cities in which there 
are ten year comparative records 
available. 

In the twenty-eight cities there 
were stolen in 1927 a total of 95,083 
motor vehicles. Of this number there 
were 87,186 recovered, a total of 91.7 
per cent. being recovered, or 8.3 per 
cent. remained unrecovered. This 
compared with total thefts of 95,225 
and total recoveries of 985,114 in 
1926, when 11 per cent. were un- 
recovered. In 1918, the first year 
upon which statistics were kept on 
the twenty-eight cities, there were 
27,445 motor vehicles stolen and 21,- 
673 recovered. The unrecovered 
vehicles were 21 per cent. of the 
number stolen that year in those 
cities. 

Newport, .R. IL, with 36 cars 
stolen and 36 recovered, had the 
“perfect record” of the cities. 
York, Pa., with 78 stolen and 77 
recovered had the next mark to 
Newport, but Omaha, Neb., bet- 
tered the perfect record, having 
had 1,076 cars stolen and 1,186 
recevered. Some of these recov- 
eries were of cars stolen in other

ANSAS CITY, April 5.—Motor 
car sales in Kansas City and 
Jackson county in February, ac- 
cording to the new car registration 
figures just compiled, show that 
gains were made in several of the 
higher-priced cars, with losses in 
the lower price field in several 
instances. 

February registrations are not as 
accurate an indication of retail 
Sales as other months in the year, 
due to the fact the Missouri regis- 
tration year starts with February 1, 
and car owners often take the days 
of grace allowed for the filing of 
registration of ownership and the 
purchase of license tags, but the 
trend in sales is indicated.

Grabbing the Tiger by the Tail 


T A RECENT. meeting of the New England Motor 

Truck Owners’ Association, the organization passed 

two rather important motions. One advocated complete 

reciprocity in trucking regulations among the New England 
states. This certainly is an admirable idea. 

The other motion which was passed indorsed the recent 
passage by the Legislature of Massachusetts of a 2-cent gaso- 
line tax. The idea behind this indorsement seemed to be 
that a tax of this kind represented compensation paid by 
motor vehicle owners for the use of the state highways. 

In theory the 2-cent tax is not so bad. If all money so 
realized is spent on highway building and upkeep, there is 
superficial justice in the vehicle owner’s contributing to the 
maintenance of the roads he helps to wear out: Even where 
the money is used for road work the application is not really 
logical, because the entire community benefits from the 
building of new roads, the non-vehicle owner the same as 
the vehicle operator. The whole community benefits from | 
extension of the educational system, to make a parallel, and | 
the entire community pays for the maintenance and building | 
of schools, not just the part of the citizenry which chances 
to have children of school age. 

We must always remember that in many phases of 
development, while the immediate progress may seem to 
accrue to the profit of a particular class, in the final analysis 
the entire community reaps the benefit of the money spent. 
The Federal government maintains a Department of Agri-| 
culture for the immediate benefit of the farmer, but the 
farmers as a class do not carry special taxation to support 
the work of this division of the government. It is held, and 
rightly, that the whole country benefits by the imprevement 
in agriculture and so the entire country is taxed. 

Don’t let us yield too easily to pleas of special benefits 
te motorists in highway extension and development. The 
whole country benefits by these, not merely one class. And 
the arrival ef a modest 2-cent gaseline tax usually heralds 
the coming of a higher levy.

Be Told Just What | 
They’re Paying For

HE importance of clearly 
and distinctly imparting 
net prices to the customer was | 


demonstrated recently in the, 


case of a car owner seeking 


electrical service with a 
wholesale concern that also 
does some retail business. 


This company is an author- 
ized United Motors service 
station and the car owner was 
referred to it by the car dealer 
as the part came within the 
warranty period. 

The trouble was a defective 


switch and the car dealer had in- 
formed the owner that the service 


station would make good. The 
floorman stated that the part 
would cost the owner nothing. 


After the work was ordered the 
customer inquired the price of 
another electrical item and the 
floorman quoted its price. 

When the owner called for the 
car he protested the bill for both the 
defective part and the new item. 
After much argument he was con- 
vinced that labor was charged when 
replacing a defective part. But the 
owner argued long and loud that 
he had been quoted a price of $1.50 
for the new item and could see no 
reason why he should pay $1 for the 
installation. Of course the service 
station collected but the owner was 
very peeved and ho doubt will never 
patronize the station in the future. 

The writer was present during the 
arguments and suggested a check-up 
be made. It developed that the 
floorman had quoted the price for 
the part but had made no reference 
to the labor charge, assuming that 
tie customer had merely inquired 
as to the cost of the item. 

The incident is quoted to show 
why ill will is so easily developed 
by a lack of tact on the part of 
the service station. Had the floor- 
man after quoting the price stated 
that there would be a labor charge 
there would have been no argu- 
ment. It would have been much 
more satisfactory for all concerned 
had the price quoted included 

both, that for the item and the 
labor, or, in other words, the total 
cost to the owner installed. 

The incident is not an unusual 
one by any means. There are some 
concerns that still practice the price 
on parts and labor as separate items, 
which always builds ill will if the 
customer does not understand the 
situation, and few do. The greater 
majority of car owners when quoted 
a price for service believe it is the 
net price they will have to pay. 

The same situation applies to 
equipment and accessories. The 
prospect asks for the price and is 
quoted one for the item. This is 
all very well when the item is 
sold by a retailer who does not 

install, but when sold by a con- 
cern with a service station the 
buyer assumes that the price is 
that installed. 

In the case of the electrical com- 


pany the manager lost exactly 45 
minutes in arguing with the car 
owner. Then, too, was the time 


spent checking up the facts and the 
floorman and other employees also 
lost some time. And it is doubtful 
if the company made a cent on the 
transaction. As a matter of fact, it 
lost because it lost the customer. 
And no doubt he did not have a 
good word to say about the company 
to the car dealer.

New York, April 5.—The Auto- 
motive Daily News herewith pre- 
sents the first complete table of 
commercial car registrations ac- 
cording to makes and states for 
the year of 1927. Registrations, 
while somewhat below the 1926 
figures, were 327,856, as compared 
with 1926 figure of 387,623 
Taking into consideration the de- 
cline in Ford registration during the 
past year as compared with 1926 the 
other makers showed a gain of 
52,169. Ford registrations during 
1926 totalled 201,310, whereas during 
1927 the Ford registrations showed a 
decline to 99,374 or a loss of 111,936. 
The total registrations of all makers 
showed a decline of only 59,767 from 
the last year’s figures, including the 
Ford losses. 

Chevrolet showed marked gains
